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DETAILED ACTION 

Reopening of Prosecution After Appeal Brief or Reply Brief 

1 . In view of the appeal brief filed on 21 October 2009, PROSECUTION IS 
HEREBY REOPENED. A new ground of rejection is set forth below. 

To avoid abandonment of the application, appellant must exercise one of the 
following two options: 

(1 ) file a reply under 37 CFR 1.111 (if this Office action is non-final) or a reply 
under 37 CFR 1.113 (if this Office action is final); or, 

(2) initiate a new appeal by filing a notice of appeal under 37 CFR 41 .31 followed 
by an appeal brief under 37 CFR 41 .37. The previously paid notice of appeal fee and 
appeal brief fee can be applied to the new appeal. If, however, the appeal fees set forth 
in 37 CFR 41 .20 have been increased since they were previously paid, then appellant 
must pay the difference between the increased fees and the amount previously paid.

****Prior to reopening this application, the Examiner contacted Attorney Stiltner 
addressing possible 112 issues with regards to claim 1 . Attorney Stiltner argued that 
there should be no confusion with regards to claim 1 because the claim was written 
clearly and the specification reads directly upon the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. Claim 1 discloses within the claim "off card - from 
variations between the data of the original code and the corresponding modified code, 
calculating a software component which, when it is applied to the original code, makes it 
possible to reconstruct the modified code". However, it is not clear in the specification 
where the method steps are being performed off card. There appear to be support 
shown for method steps being performed only on card and not off card. (See Applicant 
specification, page 12, lines 2-6). Claim 1 discloses a software component, however, it 
is unclear within the written description of the specification, which software component 
is being used in the claim. (See Applicant's specification, page 10, lines 21-30) There 
appear to be a "supplementary software CL" and "software component CL". Both words 
have the same acronym associated with them which creates confusion for the 
Examiner. Please clarify. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "modified executable code" in line 8 of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The method step off card does not clearly show how the 
modified executable code is being generated before it is identified. According to the 
Applicant's specification, page 10, lines 10-16, there appear to be support for 
generating a modified executable code by downloading the original executable code 
into the card and adding it to a software component, however, this step has been 
omitted from the claim, making it difficult to understand how the modified executable 
code is being generated before it is identified off card. Please clarify. 

Claim Objections 

7. Claims 1 , 4, and 5 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
word "its" should be replaced with the word "the" or removed from the claim limitation. 
The word "its" is inconsistent terminology and should not be used in a claim. 
Appropriate correction is required.
